The layout of departments «it

some cases, leaves much to be 
desired, while in other cases 
Important 
e l e m e n t s 
a r e 
missing. 


These findings are contained 
In a space utilization report 
submitted to the Marin Hos­ 
pital District board last night 
by .lames A. Hamilton Associ­ 
ates of Minneapolis, Minn. 


It 
is 
the 
second 
of two 
studies made by the firm for 
the hospital district. The first 
outlined hospital n e e d s in 
Marin County through 1985. 
A joint meeting of the board 
with dlirectors of the William 
Babcock Foundation and the 
medical staff is planned to go 
over the two reports. 
The report says: "Marin Gen­ 
eral Hospital did not solve all 
its problems in the recent ex­ 
pansion program 
Nor, appar­ 


ently, did it develop any real 
plan for f u t u r e o r d e r l y 
growth." 
In 20 departmental services 
analyzed, the report states that 
12,669 square 
feet of floor 
space is lacking to meet "de­ 
sirable minimum requirements 
of 104,658 square feet." 
Fourteen of the departments 
are short of space, while six 
have "more than e n o u g h 
space," the report states. 
The firm found the open cor­ 


ridor waiting room for patients 
in the radiology department 
"grossly inadequate " There is 
no provision for separation of 
gowned female and male pa 
tients," 
The department, described 
as "one of the least adequate" 
in the hospital, »s boxed in and 
allows for no expansion. 
The physical therapy room is 
called "a great disappointment 
for one just opened in new fa­ 
cilities." The d e p a r t m e n t 


"needs over 50 per cent more 
space," the report declares. 
"F.ven though the pediatric 
unit has just been enlarged, 
there are still areas which are 
either missing or inadequate. 
The missing elements are a 
head 
nurses' oft ice, 
nurses' 
toilet, separate clean and soiled 
utility 
rooms 
stretcher 
and 
wheel chair storage space, and 
a parents' lounge." 
The department by-depart­ 
ment anaylsis in the report was 


prefaced 
by 
the 
comment; 
"This 
analysis 
may 
appear 
overly critical at times . . . our 
pr mary purpose is to try to 
point up the physical needs of 
the departments and of the 
hospital itself in o-der to give 
a better base for planning fu­ 
ture expansions." 
The proposed plan of de­ 
velopment for 1970 lists two 
alternatives, based on whether 
San Hafael Gennral Hospital 


builds a new 100-bed facility.1 
Both recommend*itions call for 
the hospital to purchase prop-! 
erty across Bon Air Road for 
a parking lot. 


If San Hafael Hospital does 
rebuild, a minor expansion of j 
28 additional beds, estimated to 
1 cost $400,000, is recommended 
for Marin General 
Hospital. 
These beds would be housed in 
a three-story addition to the 
, southwest side of the present 


hospital building 
The second alternative pro­ 
vides for 128 acute general 
care beds and 25 psychiatric 
beds at a cost of $5,250,000, 
This is suggested if San Rafael 
General Hospital d o e s not 
build a new facility. 
This addition would consist 
of a three floor building in the 
shape of an oft e( cross, lo­ 
cated at the northeast side of 
the present hospital.

Is First Marin Traffic Fatality Of Year 


A 16-year-ohl Nicasio youth 
was killed yesterday when he 
fell off the rear of a flatbed 
t r u c k b e i n g driven bv his 
father on the San Geronimo- 
Nicasio road. 
Todd Allyn Gadbois of Hal- 
leck Creek Road was dead on 
arrival at Marin General Hos­ 
pital at 2:27 p.m. The Marin 
County Coroner’s office said 
head injuries caused thi' death. 
The youth's death was the 


first traffic fatality in the conn, 
ty this year.

But a city must be 
formed by Feb. 1 to c o l l e c t 
property taxes the following 
fall. If the election were held 
after July 1, the county would 
be obligated to provide free 
police protection, road main­ 
tenance and planning services 
for the full 1964-65 fiscal year.

Prizes won in any contest, 
drawing, television or r a d i o 
quiz program, door prizes, etc., 
and a w a r d s and bonuses re­ 
ceived by e m p l o y e e s for

tions are t a x ­ 
able. P r i z e s 
and awards in 
g o o d s or ser­ 
vices are taxed 
at their f a i r 
m arket value. 
If you refuse 
to a c c e p t a 
Prize it is not 
p j w ikcl 
taxed. 
Proceeds of lottery or sweep- 
Etakes tickets are gambling 
winnings over the cost of the 
ticket. If you receive the ticket 
as a gift before it won, the win­ 
nings in excess of 
the value of 
the gift are taxed. The selling 
price of the ticket is usually 
the value of the gift 
fro A ds, automobiles, and 


other prizes are taxed at their 
fair m arket value. 
Your total gambling win­ 
nings must be included in in­ 
come. You can deduct your 
gambl \ g losses only to the ex- 
j tent of your winnings, provid­ 
ed you itemize your deductions. 
If you use the standard de­ 
duction or tax table you lose 
the deduction. 
Pulitzer, Nobel and other 
prizes given in recognition of 
past accomplishments in reli­ 
gious, charitable, scientific, ed 
ucational, artistic, literary, or 
civic fields are not taxed if the 
recipient is selected without 
action on his part and is not 
expected to render any future 
services. Such awards do not 
become taxable m erely because 
the recipient files a -written 
form or appears for a personal 
interview.

INNSBRUCK, Austria 
The gas-fed Olym­ 
pic flame had only just settled down to a steady hiss 
when the first record of the Winter Games was 
broken. 
A photographer ventured out onto the steep, 
icy landing slope for the Olympic ski jump, lost his 
footing and slid 75.5 meters down the hill on the 
seat of his pants. 
It broke the old record established at Mel­ 
bourne in 1956 by a reporter who tripped while 
speeding to beat the 6 p m. bar-closing time in Aus­ 
tralia and skidded across a busy 100-foot, intersec­ 
tion on his camera. 
The ski-sliding photographer drew one of the 
loudest cheers of the opening ceremony from the 
crowd of perhaps 50,000 persons who sprawled 
over the Bergisel hill to watch the ninth Winter 
Games get started. 
The ceremony was crisp, brief and informal. 
Boys and girls in Alpine costumes with wood­ 
en jugs slung around their necks passed out sam­ 
ples. The band marched in step, except for a 
straggle of tuba players who missed the starting 
signal and had to run to catch up. 
Japanese took dozens of pictures of each other. 
So did Finns. 
Avery Brundage made a speech in 
German, with a Midwestern accent. 
All 36 teams marched in reasonably good step, 
although the big German team had a little trouble, 
which might indicate how times have changed.

At Writing 


RENO OF—Walter Van Til­ 
burg Clark s eyes probed the 
barren, brown January hills 
east of modern Reno’s emerg­ 
ing skyline and reflected: 
On modern writing—“ I think 
there are more good novels 
I and stories published today 
than there ever have been in 
(this country. But it's harder 
I for a new w riter to get an im- 
I portant start.” 
On teaching—“ I find that 
teaching to all intents stopped 
my imaginative writing. I was 
too constantly in a critical 
frame of mind teaching fiction 
and poetry. But I love teach­ 
ing” 
BORN IN MAINE 
Clark, a one-time resident of 
Mill Valley, was bom in East 
Orland, Me., most of his 54 
years have been spent in the 
west that was the setting for 
his novels, “The Ox Bow In­ 
cident” and “ Track of the Cat,” 
both later made into motion 
pictures. 
“Track of the Cat,” p u b ­ 
lished in 1949, was Clark’s last 
major work on fiction. Most 
of the time since has been 
spent teaching a new genera­ 
tion of writers. 
Eighteen months ago, he left 
the 
classroom 
and 
writing 
workshops to compile a chron­ 
icle of frontier life, based on 
the 79 leather-bound journals 
written over nearly 55 years by 
Alfred Doten, an obscure miner 
and journalist. Clark still is 
busy on the project. 
HILLTOP HOUSE 
Clark and his wife and their 
two dogs live in a hilltop house 
on four acres west of Reno. 
Clark gazes through a pic­ 
ture window to the Nevada 
hills and talks about the young 
writers. 
Their studies under experi­ 
enced 
authors 
in 
graduate 
schools and workshops has im­ 
proved technique. “ The quality 
and knowingness of writing 
now is superior to any other 
period.” 
But, Clark notes, the mod­ 
ern writer seems less able to 
develop unique subject ma­ 
terial. 
‘ I find more nearly uniform 
attitudes than I like. But there 
really is less differentation of 
experience in these days. The 
subjei*t that really interests 
and takes hold is rarer.”

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
We Need To Make A Start 
Toward Saving Landmarks 


Suggestions that the county super­ 
visors enact an ordinance aimed at pre­ 
serving 
Marin 
historical 
landmarks 
from destruction are laudable. 
But the process of saving the land­ 
marks is not so simple as it sounds. 
The problem is that almost nobody, 
including county officials who presum­ 
ably would be responsible for safeguard­ 
ing the landmarks, knows what Marin's 
historical landmarks are. 
Frank Galli of the Marin County His­ 
torical Society sent a letter to the super­ 
visors last week with a new slant. He 
suggested an ordinance requiring gov­ 
ernmental agencies to notify the society 
whenever a landmark is threatened. 
He mentioned the last of the Mission 
pear trees, knocked down by a bulldozer 
to make way for a driveway recently. 
And he mentioned the railroad depot 
at Ignacio, a classic structure of its type, 
razed recently. 
We suspect that had the ordinance 
Galli suggests been on the books, nei­ 
ther of these items would have been 
saved. 
In the first place, you aren't now re­ 
quired to notify any government agency 
before you take out a tree or knock 
down an old building, except under 
some rather infrequent circumstances. 
In the next place, if the planning de­ 
partment or building inspection depart­ 
ment were notified, it is doubtful they 


would be aware that the old pear tree 
or the old railroad station had any his­ 
torical significance. 
So we doubt the ordinance would pro­ 
duce the intended, desired results. 
It seems to us that it is necessary first 
to develop a list of historical landmarks, 
relics, historic sites, etc. We need to de­ 
scribe them, locate them and record 
their historical or other significance. 
Perhaps each of these items and sites 
should be appropriately marked. 
When this is done, an ordinance pro­ 
hibiting 
their 
destruction 
or 
even 
change or interference (in the case of 
a living tree) could be enacted and ef­ 
fectively enforced. 
Several weeks ago Richard E. Persoff 
of Corte Madera wrote a letter to the 
editor on this subject; it was printed on 
this page. His suggestions along these 
lines deserve full consideration. 
We think this matter of marking and 
preserving buildings and sites of his­ 
toric or other special significance de­ 
serves attention by the supervisors. 
Perhaps a committee comprised of 
representatives of the Historical So­ 
ciety, the Visitors Bureau, the planning 
department, the building inspector's of­ 
fice, together with a public representa­ 
tive or two could devise an effective sys­ 
tem for protecting our historic heritage. 
We need to make a start.

Highway, Park Commissions Agree 


To Meet On Disputes Over Roads

SACRAMENTO— The Cali­ 
fornia 
highway 
commission 
and state park commission 
have agreed 
to 
hold joint 
meetings in the future to dis­ 
cuss at least a dozen areas 
where proposed freeway or 
highway construction is cre­ 
ating conflicts with park op­ 
erations or preservation. 
Alfred J. Stern, park com­ 
mission chairm an who pre­ 
sided over a joint meeting of 
the two bodies, said the first 
four areas he felt 
needed 
such meetings were the P rair­ 
ie Creek state park in Hum­ 
boldt and Del Norte counties; 
Calaveras Big Trees, in Cal­ 
averas and Tuolumne coun­ 
ties; R i c h a r d s o n Grove, 
Humboldt county; and E m er­ 
ald Bay, El Dorado county. 
In a meeting which could 
have resulted in the tossing of 
brickbats at one another by 
the two commissions, on the 
basis of past disagreements 
over freeways vs. trees, the 


only exchanges were m arsh­ 
mallows at safe distances. 


CHARLES A. DETURK, di­ 
rector of parks and recrea­ 
tion. and Edward F. Dolder, 
chief of the division of beach­ 
es and parks, presented pre­ 
pared statem ents pointing out 
that park experts were the 
only ones qualified to deter­ 
mine what damage would re­ 
sult to a park from highway 
construction. They intimated 
this had not always been the 
practice in the past. 
However, when J. C. Wo­ 
mack, state highway engin­ 
eer, c a l l e d for specific in- 
s t a n c e s of unsatisfactory 
agreem ents in the past, Dol­ 
der nam ed only one and that 
was somewhat qualified. Dol­ 
der and his staff said that, as 
long as a highw ay'had to be 
built through the Humboldt 
Redwoods, the highway com­ 
mission had selected the best 
route possible through 
the 
fringe of the trees, in largely 
cutover area. However, they

that 
the 
road 
should have been built en­ 
tirely outside the park, “ even 
if it had to go over in Trinity 


county.” 
Robert B. Bradford, high­ 
way 
transportation 
agency 
adm inistrator and chairm an 
of the highway commission, 
said it was a dangerous thing 
to adopt an ' either or” ap­ 
proach. 


“THE 
TWO 
commissions 
must agree we are going to 
accomplish b o t h objectives, 
not either or,” Bradford said. 
“We should have the objec­ 
tive to a v o i d irreplaceable 
parks 
and 
resources 
alto­ 
gether. If we cannot avoid 
them altogether, we should 
avoid the principal core of 
the resources. The burden of 
proof is on us.” 
Bradford noted that, when­ 
ever the commission began a 
study of a highway or free­ 
way routing in the vicinity or 
in a park, it advised the park 
commission of this. 
“Now you don’t advise us 
when you are making plans 
for a new park, and we invite 
you to do this,” he said. 
Both Bradford and Stern 
agreed there was a need for 
joint m e e t i n g s of the tw’o 
commissions on all critical 
areas. 
Before 
the 
meeting 
ended, in fact, both appointed 
two m em bers of their respec­ 
tive commissions to serve on 
a joint committee. This in­ 
cluded 
William 
S. 
W hite­ 
hurst. Fresno, and Roger S. 
Woolley, San Diego, from the 
highway 
commission; 
and 
Mrs. 
Margaret 
W. 
Owings, 
Carmel, and George C. Fle- 
harty, Fresno, from the park 
commission. 


IN ADDITION to Prairie 
Creek, Calaveras Big Trees, 
Richardson Grove, and Em er­ 
ald Bay, the park commission 
listed eight other parks which 
are immediately affected by 
proposed highway construc­ 
tion: B e n b o w Lake, Hum­ 
boldt; D. L. Bliss, El Dorado; 
Henry Cowell, S a n t a Cruz; 
Leo Carillo, Malibu Lagoon, 
Las Tunas, Santa Monica and 
Will Rogers Beach, all in Los 
Angeles county.

does this correspondent, dis­ 
agree deeply with what de 
Gaulle is doing. But it is only 
fair to set out his reasoning 
and to recognize that he is 
acting from conviction, not 
from perversity. 
His strongest and most ob­ 
jective argum ent is that, be­ 
cause of the breach between 
Red China and the Soviet Un­ 
ion. it is necessary for the 
West to have diplomatic rela­ 
tions with both capitals of 
the 
Communist 
world. 
Ex­ 
ample: at a recent session of 
the U N . the Soviet delegate 
undertook to speak for Red 
China on an im portant m atter 
and was flatly contradicted 
by Peking the next day. 
Just as de Gaulle feels he 
is doing no more than recog­ 
nizing the reality of Commu­ 
nist 
control 
of 
mainland 
China, he intends to continue 


to recognize the reality of 
Nationalist China’s control of 
Formosa. He does not propose 
to 
b r e a k 
relations 
with 
Chinag Kai-shek. 
He stresses that recogni­ 
tion of Red China does not 
mean approval. 
Finally, it is de Gaulle’s 
long-range hope that the re­ 
entry of the French presence 
in the Pacific could promote 
a negotiated settlem ent which 
would 
save 
Southeast Asia 
from being further over-run 
by the Communists. 


I QUESTION THESE argu­ 
ments at two central points— 
the timing and the reliability 
of a policy of neutralization. 
The French did not recog­ 
nize Red China when they 
were 
fighting the 
Commu­ 
nists in Indo-China. It seems 
ill-timed for them to recog­ 
nize Peking when the U. S. 
is fighting the Communists to 
secure the independence of 
what remains of Indo-China— 
that is, South Vietnam. 
The case for recognizing 
Red China was stronger 14 
years ago than it is today— 
after Red Cihna’s record of 
a b e t t i n g 
the 
aggression 
against South Korea, remain 
ing at war with the U.N. by 
refusing to accept a Korean 
peace treaty, swallowing up 
Tibet and overrunning thou­ 
sands 
of 
square 
miles 
of 
Indian territory. 
S i n c e 
the 
Sino - Soviet 
breach. Red China has been 
increasingly blatant in calling 
for “wars of liberation” from 
non-Communist hands and de 
Gaulle’s recognition can hard­ 
ly fail to weaken the resist­ 
ance to Communist take-over 
in Southeast Asia. 
Obviously that is not his 
intention. lie hopes that the 
Asian Communists will call 
off their "liberation wars” in 
favor of neutralization. But I 
see no evidence that the Com­ 
munists have ever accepted 
neutralization as more than a 
truce, a pause before pressing 
ahead for total Communis» 
control.

Canada Sales To Cuba 
Loosens U.S. Boycott

WASHINGTON — The U S. 
economic boycott of Cuba is

French-Spanish sales to Cas­ 
tro, Canada is shipping both 
wheat and flour to Cuba de­ 
spite Secretary Dean Rusk’s 
warning that this trade is

munism. 
To add insult to injury, the 
Canadian exports are being 
paid for in cash by the Rus­ 
sians, who are asking for U.S.

Novato Has Police Chief Who Isn't 


Chief Because Of Council Action 


As this is written, the City 
of Novato is In the position 
of having a police chief who 
is not a police chief. 
This comes about because 
the Novato City Council (not 
unlike some others) doesn’t 
always like to abide by the 
laws it passes. It had an or­ 
dinance giving the city ad­ 
ministrator the authority to 
appoint 
department 
heads, 
subject to city council approv­ 
al. But when the administra­ 
tor followed examination pro­ 
cedures authorized by th e 
council, he found three coun­ 
cil men would not approve his 
choice for chief. They wanted 
Sgt. Robert 
Di Grazia, who 
has a good record on the No­ 
vato police force ever since 
its organization— but who did 
not pass the exam. 


SO 01 GRAZIA remains 
"acting chief” — as he has 
been since last Nov. 1. But the 
council raised his pay to po­ 
lice chief* scale of $820. per 
month. Since it is extremely 
unlikely the council would 
authorize e q u a l pay for a 


second chief, Di Grazia seems 
to have the job without the 
title. 


Sausalito also has an acting 
police chief, and has had 
since last October, but he is 
getting only sergeant’s pay. 
To add a fillip to the Sausa­ 
lito situation, former Chief 
Howard Goerndt is working 
as 
sergeant 
under 
Acting 
Chief David Cooper, who used 
to be sergeant under Goerndt. 
It isn’t only in police de­
